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EINSTEIN THEORY 


ONLY ILLUSION, 


LYMER DECLARES 


Lawrence Professor Says 


There Is No Einsteinian 
Law of Gravitation 


That Einstein's theory 
of rela- 


tivity rotation of planetary orbits is 
a "mathematical illusion," and that 
t£ere is no 
Einsteinian law of 


gravitation is the belief of Dr. John 
C. Lymer of the Lawrence college 
faculty. Dr. Lymer expressed these 
•views in an address to Lawrence 
students "Wednesday morning. 


"There is a 
conviction in the 


mmds of many that the 
Einstein 


theory arises in the first place out 
o£ compelling: logical reasons, that 
it develops its conclusions by unas- 
sailable mathematical processes, and 
that experiment so far 
stands in 


support of it," said Dr. Lymer. "As 
I understand it, not one of these 
calims is true." 


Einstein, claimed 
Dr. 
Lymer, 


foun&sd 
his theory under the as- 


sumption that the- results of the first 
study of Michelson-Morley •were con 
elusive. 
Since Michelson and1 Mor- 


ley, in their attempt to locate an 
ether drift, did not succeed, Einstein 
assumed that there could be none, 
and upon this mere "Absence of evi 
dence" founded his theory. Einstein 
also bases his theory, according- to 
Dr. Lymer, on that fact that there 
cannot be in the universe a velocity 
greater than that of light. "But," 
asks Dr. Lymer, 
"what right has 


one to build a while system on such 
an arbitrary assumption, so con 
tradictory to all our mechanical in- 
tuitions? Moreover, what is this 
absolute velocity of light doing in a 
eystem of pure relativity'" 


Refutes 3 Points 


There are, according 
to 
Dr. 


Lymer, three objective verifications 
of the Einstein theory, which, ac 
cording to its followers, establish 
its truth. All of these were refuted 
by the speaker. 


The first of these, as stated by 


Einstein, hold that there must be a 
sliift toward the red in the spectra 
ot the stars, due to the backward 
pull of gravity upon the light as it 
leaves the star. Einstein says that 
"if this displacement does not exist, 
then the general theory of relativity 
will be untenable." This shift has 
been noted in the light of the com- 
panion star of Sirlus and Is taken 
as a proof. But, according1 to Dr. 
Taymer, observations of this type are 
so extremely difficult and the liabil- 
ity of error Is so great that further 
observations 
should 
be awaited. 


'Moreover", stated Dr. Lymer. "a 
Simple Inspection of Einstein's own 
mathematical work shows that this 
predicted displacement does not In- 
volve a single 
one of the 
basic 


tenents of relativity." 


Secondly, Einstein predicted that 


rays of light from the stars would 
be bent by gravity toward the sun 
as they passed1 it. 
This phenomen- 


om could be observed only at the 
time of a total eclipse of the sun, 
and according to photographs taken 
at the time of eclipse, the average 
displacement was reported to be as 
predicted in the theory. 
But, as 


pointed out by Dr. Lymer, some of 
the stars which showed erratic dis- 
placement, attributed to "accidental 
errors", were excluded from 
the 


average, and In taking the average, 
no attention was paid to the direc- 
tion of 
the displacement, 
which 


should have been outward, directly 
away from the center of the sun. As 
a matter of fact, they were in every 
possible direction, and only on© in 
sixteen was radically outward as it 
should have been. 


Caused By Sun? 


Moreover, holds Dr. Lymer, the 


atmosphere of the sun would cause 
refraction, just as does the atmos- 
phere of the earth, and would ac- 
count for all sorts of erratic dis- 
placements. 
"So far as the eclipse 


observations are concerned, they re- 
fute the theory," he said. It was also 
pointed out that not a single one of 
the formulas of relativity is involv- 
ed in Einstein's 
calculation of the 


bending of the rays. 


The third pomt discussed by Dr 


Lymer was in connection with the- 
rotation of the earth on its long 
axis, one revolution being completed 
in about 108,000 years. 
However, 


in the case of Mercury, there is an 
unusual discrepancy in the comput 
ed rate of rotation and the actua 
rate. The followers of the Einstein 
theory claim that Einstein's theory 
of gravity accounts for the puzzling 
behavior of Mercury,' which New 
ton's law was powerless to explain 


"However", states Dr. Lymer 


"the relativists forget to apply the- 
new law to other planets, since it 
more than doubles the existing dis 
crepancy in the case of Venus, and 
increases it for most of the 
other 


planets. Moreover, Newton's law is 
fully adequate. It is a, well known 
fact that there is a disc of meteoric 
matter flying about the sun, and the 
assumption of a very small quantity 
of this matter will exactly account 
for the behavior of Mercury, and 
will reduce- to negligible size all the 
outstanding discrepanices in 
the 
cases of the other planets." 


In conclusion, Dr. Lymer stated 


that Einstein derived his formula 
for planetary motion from Newton's 
law of inverse squares, and1 that 
therefore there could be nothing in 
the Einstein law which is not con 
tamed implicity In Newton's law

Rosenwald that in this, as well as 
other projects, his gifts should have 
been only a part of the total to be 
expended. The rest was to be fur- 
nished by those benefited. 


The largest part of Mr. Rosen- 


wald's philanthropies have been ex- 
pended for the welfare of Negroes 
and Jews, but his generosities had 
no racial limitations and his gifts 
flowed to whites as well as blacks, 
to Gentiles as well as to Jews. 


It was in line with his philosophy 


that his children, some two weeks 
ago, Incorportated the 
Rosenwald 


Children's Association 
foundation 


which was designed to carry on, in 
a slightly different way, the work of 
their father. 


As Rosenwald Jielped the men of 


many strange streets, so did he al- 
so help his "co-workers," as he pre- 
ferred to call his employes. Perhaps 
his most spectacular gesture to the 
employes came on Oct. 30, 1929, on 
the fourth day of the stock market 
crash. With millions of dollars in 
paper profits vanishing every hour 
he announced that he would person- 
ally guarantee the accounts of any 
and all of his employes to avert the 
danger of their savings being swept 
away. 


Almost as soon as he died, mes- 


sages of condolences began pouring 
into his Ravinia home. 


President Herbert Hoover said his 


death "deprives the country of an 
outstanding citizen." Mayor Anton 
J. Cermak of Chicago, said "He was 
a type of which there are few left." 


Clarence Darrow called 
him "a 


man of broad ideas and humanitari- 
an instincts. He did a great deal of 
good."

dear friend." Former Gov. Frank O. 
Lowden said his "was a very* fine 
and useful life filled -with love for 
his fellow man of whatever race or 
creed."

The opposition to the original re- 


lief bill came from many 
sources 


and for many reasons. The adminis- 
tration leaders charged that the op- 
position was coming from the weal- 
thy who were being taxed heavily 
under the provisions of the bill and 
that it was charged with politics. 


Those who opposed the bill, ob- 


jected to it on various grounds. They 
.contended first of all that they were 
,for relief, but that this bill was not 
drawn solely for relief 
purposes. 


'The opposition maintained that it 
•was an effort to re-distribute wealth 
.Tinder the guise of relief and the 
force of an emergency 
and 
they 


pointed to the refund of $1.00 per 
91000 on general property as an ef- 
fort on the part of the administra- 
tion to take money away 
from 


Peter by an income tax, for 
the 


purpose of paying it indirectly to 
Paul. 


The forestry provision was assail- 


ed particularly by Senator. Nelson 
•who gained much publicity when the 
Senate adopted his $7,000,000 relief 
proposal. Senator ISTelson who comes 
from northern Wisconsin charged 
that the forestry program was im- 
practical and that it could not be 
worked out successfully. He claim1 
ed that the lands in northern "Wis- 
consin suitable for tree 
planting, 


were owned by the Counties,—not 
the state. 


Neither Action Taken 


Accordingly he claimed that the 


state would either have to buy the 
land from the counties or else turn 
these funds over, to the counties to 
allow them to do the work. Neither 
was done. Many claimed that the' 
most of the young men were not in 
a. position to go up north to plant 
trees. Many had no suitable clothes, 
or transportation, and some contend- 
ed that a man used to clerical work 
•would be a poor excuse as a tree- 
planter. 


There w«re many arguments on 


whether or not $8,000,000 was neces- 
sary for relief purposes. The In- 
terim committee on unemployment 
reported that $8,000,000 would be 
needed. Tho minority report of the 
same committee 
recommended $4 - 
000,000. 


A different 
angle in the fight 


against the bill was presented by 
Speaker Perry of the Assembly and 
Assemblyman 
Hilker of 
Racine. 


Many Milwaukee members In both 
houses fought the bill because Mil- 
waukee, the city which needs 
the 


most money for relief Is compelled to 
pay approximately 
$8,000,000 and 


they receive for relief purposes only 
$3,500,000. They claim that it is un- 
just to expect Milwaukee to pay for 
relief outside of Milwaukee, partic- 
ularly since the Milwaukee relief 
problem is complicated by an influx 
of many unemployed persons from 
all parts of the State. 
Racine members stated that they 


had cut salaries, reduced 
budgets 


and had raised enough money 
to 


take care of their local problems 
without State aid. They objected 
to the bill because it would cost Ra- 
cine about $1,000,000 and that in re- 
turn they would receive only $500,- 
000. 
Their idea was to allow each 


community to take care of It's own 
problem. 


Another storm was 
precipitated 


by the provision which allowed the 
Ekern committee to administer the 
bill. The opponents of the 
bill 


argued that a committee of men who 
are given the power to distribute 
$17,500,000 in the year of a Presi- 
dential election, could wield enorm- 
ous political influence. 


Bill Is Defeated 


The result was that the Pons-Nlx- 


on bill was defeated. Now the ap- 
pearance of Governor LaFollette be- 
fore the Legislature has given rise 
to speculation as to what the action 
on the new LaFollette bill will be. 


The new Bill is changed material- 


ly when it is compared with the 
old relief bill. The new bill would 
be administered by the Industrial 
commission instead of the 
Ekern 


committee. 
This removes one big 


objection to the bill. 
The new bill provides that the 


State shall pay to each county an 
amount of money for relief purposes 
equal to 115 per cent of the amount 
of money spent by these counties 
for relief in the calendar year 1931, 
but in no case shall the amount 
paid to any county be less than $1.00 
per person on the basis of the 1930 
census. The reaJson that this last 
provision wag added was that many 
of the proper counties who spent lit- 
tle or no aid for relief in 1931 would 
get little or no money for relief un- 
der the 
115 per 
cent 
provision. 


Speaker Perry fought this bill in 
the Assembly because he objected 
to paying a minimum amount of 
money to a county for relief pur- 
poses when no relief might be need- 
ed in many counties at all. 


Under the administration of the 


bill "two-fifths of the money would 
be paid to the counties upon the 
passage of the bill and the balance 
would be paid in three equal install- 
ments later in the year. The last 
one-fifth however would not be paid 
to the counties until it was assured 
that the funds would be available 
in the state treasury. This would 
prevent the over-drawing of the gen- 
eral fund and an attendant levy on 
general property. 
If any money 


remains in the treasury after relief 
has been afforded to those who need 
it, it Is to be used for forestry pur- 
poses. 


It will be noticed that the refund 


provision of $1.00 per $1000 which 
would have cost $4,500,000 has been 
left out of the new bill. The rea- 
son is that the tax rolls In the State 
are made up on December 21st and 
accordingly this provision couldn't 
take effect this year even if it did 
pass. 


The funds 
for this bill will be 


raised by a gift tax, a chain store 
tax and an income tax as in the 
other bill. The only difference is 
that the rates have been reduced 
on the incomes in the lower brack- 
ets and accordingly less money will 
be raised. 


This bill passed the Assembly by 


a vote of 73 to 15. It has been sent

our armament expenditures by half,' 
there would be an immediate response, 
and that the debt question could be 
solved together with the reparations 
question almost without difficulty?"

BUT THEY CAN'T GAPE 


Asthmatics cannot gape, says Dr. 


Samuel Delano, New Britain chest 
specialist. This is a new one to me, 
and I quote it here today for the 
purpose of interesting our asthmatic 
readers. I wish a few of them would 
have a try at it, and if they succeed 
in gaping, let me know, so I can 
take It up with Dr. Delano, who Is 
getting out a book about breathing 
and the common troubles 
people 


have with it. 


Dr. Delano speaks, of course, from 


a solid background of clinical ex- 
perience, and not from mere theoret- 
ical considerations. He observes that 
in patients subject to asthma the 
diaphragm Is high and the abdom- 
inal organs are drawn high Into the 
proper cavity of the thorax. 
But 


asthmatic patients who have learned 
to breathe in the natural or right 
way find considerable 
relief 
from 


their asthma and, curiously enough, 
recover the ability to gape or yawn 
to complete satisfaction, according 
to this authority. 


One of the older theories of the 


nature or cause of true spasmodic 
bronchial asthma is that it is due to 
a paresis or partial paralysis of the 
diaphragm. 


The belly breathing exercise which 


I recommend Is much the same, ex- 
cept In the matter of nomenclature, 
as that which Dr. Clelia Duel Mosh- 
er has found so helpful in correcting 
the functional difficulties of college 
women. 
It is likewise practically 


the same as Dr. I. Rappaport has 
found helpful in bringing down high 
blood pressure In many 
cases of 


heart and arterial disease. I think 
it is not greatly unlike the breathing 
Dr. Delano recommends for asthma, 
chronic bronchitis and other chest 
conditions, though Dr. Delano dwells 
on the additional expansion or action 
of the lowest ribs both In the flanks 
and in the back. 


"Quite as Important as the use of 


the belly muscles," he writes In a 
chapter of his new book, "is the ex- 
pansion of the lower ribs behind. . . 
In order to make complete use of 
the diaphragm 
we must 
learn to 


breathe with the back, 1. e., learn to 
expand the lower "back by muscular 
effort after the belly has been ex- 
panded or pushed forward to the 
fullest extent."

is nature's way of telling you to take 
a full breath In order to procure the 
relief of a stagnant circulation. How 
often do we foil to catch a gape, 
achieving only a futile, halfway, en-

Usually 
they are cast for a single one or 
two reel. There are a few playera 
under contract for a series of pro- 
gram fillers.

Work under actual studio condi- 


tions is a much more satisfactory 
examination than a 
frumped 
up 


screen test which sets the prospect 
at a disadvantage In many ways. 


If the stage thesplan's voice and 


appearance make a favorable im- 
pression in a marketaable short he 
is not such a gamble when he goes 
west for feature roles. 


Herb Hayman, the casting direc- 


tor, tells me 3,000 or more extras 
of all types and 
nationalities are 


carded In his Index system. Not a 
one of them, however, can get work 
frequently enough at this one stu- 
dio to depend upon it for a living. 


An average of more than 100 stars 


and extras are used each 
week. 


Generally it is the musical 
shorts 


which reqquire the largest numbers, 
and usually chorus 
girls from the 


revues in Manhattan get the call. 
Trained dancers, they can pick tip 
the film dance routines easily and 
the work does not interfere with 
their stage appearances. 


Cameras Grind Fast 


The average weekly output of th« 


plant Is one 
two-reeler and 
one 


single-reeler, or three one-reeler.s. 
The current demand is for the series 
of similar shorts. 
There are about 


15 series In this year's program. 


Three directors take care of prac- 


tically all of the product. They ate 
Alf Goulding, Roy Mack and Joseph 
Henabery. There are a half dozen 
staff writers and the percentage of 
scripts accepted from outsiders 
is 


negligible. 


It seems to be more 
difficult to 


find a writer with a knack for short 
subject treatment than it is to get 
authors of good full length 
plays. 


Many of the feature men who turn 


to shorts

with timing and pace and can't fit 
their material to the limited1 foot- 
age.

cut in pay. A deeper rea'ization of 
the crisis through .which the car- 
Tiers are going also has arisen from 
such incidents as defaults in inter, 
est on railroad bonds, the passing of 
dividends by numerous roads and the 
reduction Tuesday in the dividend 
on Atchison common stock, which 
has long been regarded as the one 
least vulnerable to any unfavorable 
chages in the transportation situa- 
tion. 
Want More Jobs 


It was indicated at the last meet 


ins between the railroad employes 
and. a representative of the earners 
that, should the brotherhoods accept 
the 10 per cent reduction in wages 
consideration would have to be given 
to the employment of additional rail- 
road workers and that at least a por- 
tion of the $200,000,000 saved by the 
roads would have to be spent m re- 
ducing; the lists of the unemployed 


There has been, strong dissent to 
this proposition on the part of dif- 
ferent railroad 
managements. The 


most vigorous objection to it ha: 
come from the roads west 
of the 


Mississippi. Those in the east have 
been more conciliatory and agreeable 
to some sort of a compromise. It is 
significant, however, that some oj 
th« western lines that were not at 
first inclined to go along with the 
majority and move in a regular way 
toward the objective of a general 10 
per cent cut have been less active 
lately In promoting their policy ol 
giving notice of an early 15 per cent 
reduction in wages.

Need Maintenance Work 


There is Cttle doubt that « the 


railroads are successful in obtaining 
the wage cut most of them will use 
some portion of the savins* 
In a 


more active maintenance program. 
There Is considerable deferred main- 
tenance, both on track and on equip- 
ment, that the carriers 
would be 


pleased to correct. The president of 
one western railroad 
has iust an 


nounced that his company intends 
to spend euch money as is saved 
fropi reduced wages In improving 
the physical condition 
of his road 


and that the benefits 
of the cuts 


would not be restricted to Individual 
labor groups, but would be spread 
out to include men from the differ- 
ent railroad departments. 


It is also quite 
likely that the 


benefits of a reduction will be felt 
by the railroad supply and materials 
companies, which have had relative- 
ly few orders from their largest cus- 
tomers in the past year. One of the 
anticipated incentives for more ac- 
tivity in the iron and steel trade is 
the improved credit of the railroads 
which is expected to follow the wage 
reduction. 
Although the railroads 


have a large amount of Idle equip- 
ment at the present 
time, they 


would have been in tlu market for 
additional locomotives and cars of 
modern types had 
their borrowing 


power not been at such a low state 
and their securities on such a depre- 
ciated basis, due to the heavy month- 
ly losses indicated in net operating 
income.

trout? 
TA'hy is it that anglers of 


long expenence now find it very dif- 


f.cult to secure 
a catch 
of de- 


cent sized fish? 
I hear someone 
say: 
" T h a t 


doesn't apply to 
me. Why, I get 
my limit every 
time I go out. 
etc." 
It is per- 


haps not e legant 
to call 
such a 


person a plain 
har, yet every- 


body has 
a right to his own 


opinion, and everybody can think 
as he pleases. 
The 
big-mouth-ed* 


oracle on the street corner never 
convinces 
anyone

dom. Boasts of that kind come chief- 
ly from young, inexperienced ang- 
lers, or perhaps from someone hav- 
ing equipment to sell—anyhow, not 
from one v, ho speaks the truth. 


The fact is, our trout 
streams 


have become sadly depleted of the 
beautiful {lashes that once were so 
plentiful that it was indeed a poor 
fisherman who did not get his limit 
every time he went forth. 


Time -was when we made regular 


weekend excursions to the Peshti- 
so, the Thunder, the Wausaukee, 
the Wolf, the Oconto, Uie Pike, or to 
any one of a dozen other streams, 
and quite safely prom'sed a mess 
of trout to our friends before start- 
ing. I was no chore to take a hun- 
dred fish in a single day, and there 
was no limit at that time.

Simply because the streams 
were 


full of fish, 
anglers 
scarce, and 


automobiles scarcer. 


The bag limit has been reduced 


to a pitiful 15 per day, 
which is 


enough, considering the scarcity of 
the trout. 
But, reducing the bag 


limit is not the solution of the prob- 
lem. It never was nor ever will be 
The only way to bring our 
trout 


back is to stop catching them en- 
tirely for a period long enough to 
enable them to reproduce their kind 
as nature intended them to do.

Compromise 
Reached 
on 


Proposed Federal Recon- 


struction Program

Washington—A compromise has 


been reached between Republicans 
and Democrats in the wording of the 
bill creating the reconstruction fi- 
nance corporation, so that the pro- 
posed issue of $1,500,000,000 of de- 
bentures will become an attractive 
'investment without being a direct 
^Issue of the treasury. 
'* An unusual device has been pro- 
vided whereby Uncle Sam. will con- 
stantly support the market made by 
these debentures so that at all times- 
they will be maintained at approxi- 
mately the same price and yield at 
•which they will have been issued. 


This situation develops out 6£ an 


effort to reconcile 
the 
views 
of 


Senators Glass 
of Virginia 
and 


Bulkley of Ohio, Democrats, and the 
Republican sponsors of the measure, 
Senator Walcott of Connecticut, who 
represented the administration. 


Mr. Glass, author of the federal 


reserve act, did not think the deben- 
tures should be eligible for collateral 
when member banks borrowed from 
the federal reserve. Mr. Bulkley 
thought the 
debentures might as 


well be government bonds and thus 
automatically eligible for rediscount. 


The defenders of the debenture 


idea insisted that these could be is- 
sued on such an attractive basis, 
since they would be tax exempt, that 
they would compare favorably with 
any collateral now used in redis- 
counting at the 
federal reserve 


banks. 


Debentures Questions 


It was argued that since,the de- 


bentures were guaranteed as to ul- 
timate payment by the treasury It- 
self they should not be permitted to 
take a. lesser position in the security 
market, which might happen if the 
rediscount privilege were omitted. To 
harmonize the various views the idea 
was suggested that the treasury it- 
self be permitted to sell bonds to 
whatever amount needed to support 
the market for the debentures. It Is 
estimated that probably at no time 
will more than fifty or sixty million 
dollars be necessary to support the 
market for the new debentures. As 
a matter of fact in the early post- 
war period the war finance corpor- 
tion after which the reconstruction 
finance 
corporation 
is .patterned 


made a handsome return to the 
treasury by being permitted to buy 
in government bonds that sagged as 
the news of the world caused all se- 
curities to fluctuate. 


The effect of the mere existence of 
treasury support of the debenture 
market will be to hold the debentures 
at high levels and probably will make 
unnecessary 
any buying by the 


treasury 
of the reconstruction fi- 


nance corporation debentures. 


Ample Security 


As a matter of fact, the recon- 


struction finance debentures will in 
some respects be as potent a" security 
as can be issued for they will have 
behind them two things—the assets 
of the 
institution 
which borrows 


from that corporation and the assets 
of the United States. If the recon- 
struction finance corporation found 
it necessary to sell any of the as- 
sets placed as collateral with It, the 
proceeds 
thereof 
would probably 


bring a high proportion of the 
amount and then the United States 
government would really only have 
to make up the difference. In many 
instances the collateral given by the 
private borrowers will have to be in 
value 20 per cent above the sums 
borrowed from the reconstruction fi- 
nance corporation. 


This large margin of safety is ex- 


pected to enable the corporation to 
use the proceeds of the $1,500,000,000 
of debentures and the capital sum 
of $500,000,000 in government bonds 
or certificates, namely a total of two 
billion dollars, to support a credit 
structure of at. least ten times that 
amount. It is from 
the revolving 


credit idea and the multiplicity of 
credit that the hopes of the bankers 
and business men in the ultimate 
usefulness of the proposed corpora- 
tion are derived. 


"With the ironing out of differences 


In the senate, it now is believed the 
bill will go through the senate 
quickly and that the house may get 
through with it during the present 
week, in which case the corporation 
might be set up for operation by 
Jan. 15.

Resolution Wins 0. K. 


Madison —(JP)— A reorganization 


of the state banking department 
providing lor a. review board of five 
members to advise tha banking com- 
missioner and allowing' an Increase 
in the latter's salary from $5,000 to 
$7,500 was assured today.

Fire and Police Pension Fund was 
bankrupt to the tune of $2,000,000; 
there "were Insufficient funds in the 
budget to operate the city; there was 
a shortage 
of nine schoolhouses; 


bridges and streets were in disre- 
pair; no playgrounds for the chil- 
dren—In brief, much the same con- 
ditions that now face every other 
large city. 


The first step was to check the 


borrowing habit. . The first Social- 
ist administration in 1910 discon- 
tinued issuing bonds for the city's 
share of street improvements.

Budget Established 


A scientific 'budget system was 


established to prevent waste of tax 
moneys. Under this plan the city of- 
fiicals must estimate the amounts 
needed to operate 
their 
depart- 


ments. 
The Board 
of Estimates 


compares the thousands of items 
with, theamunts spent the previ- 
ous year, reduces these 
estimates, 


and adopts the bud-get. Thereupon 
a tax rate is fixed. Every depart- 
ment Is .held within Its 
estimate. 


Now, 
instead of an annual 
deficit 


there is an annual surplus. 


A central purchasing board1 sys- 


tematizes all city buying and saves 
10 per cent thereby. 


We have been placing one 
de- 


partment after another on a cash 
basis until today over there-fourths 
of our city work is on this basis, 
and within three years all our de- 
partments will be so financed. As 
a result we are able to pay cash for 
our materials and to our contrac- 
tors and many thousands of dollars 
annually are saved in interest' and 
discounts alone.#

Amortization Fund 


All cities are staggering under the 


load of their bonded- debt. Milwau- 
kee worked out an amortization fund 
which will, within 30 years, be suf- 
fiicently large to pay off all our pub- 
lic debt, thus reducing the tax rate 
$8 per thousand. 


How was this fund established? 


It is the habit of cities to deposit 
tax moneys in banks 
which pay 


two per cent or less. A Milwaukee 
Socialist alderman proposed that 
the city invest these moneys In 
United States or good municipal 
bonds drawing three to 
five 
per 


cent. The city's Interest funds in- 
creased 
enormously. After 
these 


sums accumulated1, a state law was 
passed, providing that half the fund 
be placed for an amortization. The 
fund thus increased 
annually and 


is now $3,000,000.
